To prevrnl this, ih* Go- 
vernor nrn( messengers tu Xauvuo, to 
summon Joe rjtnilb and his asiuciatrs to 
appear al Carthage, lo face the accusal ium 
lhal were urged agaitm I hem, The pro- 
phet and hi* brother the patriarch, and 
their confederate*, became alarmed, and 
would have fled the cily lo escape from 
justice ; but the inhabitants felt that if 
they net* not secured vengrance wuuld 
fall upun the people, and thr innocent 
would Hitter fur the guilty, and Ihry 
wuuld nut , i here l'i. r.-. permit Ihrm to 
escape. They all, therefore, proceeded 
towards Carthage, and surrendered (hrm- 
■clvci (u a y/otwr arm by the Governor for 
theit arrett, and alto gave up all the arm* 
of " the Nauvuo Legion," which belonged 
In the State uf Illinois. "The prophet" 
and his friends having entered into a re- 
cogniiiiire for their appearance at the 
iiexi circuit court, were again arretted on 
the charge uf treason agakBst the State of 
Illinois. On this ihey were committed 
to gaol, but their examination was post- 
poned in cumrqueucr of *uuie military 
miiiemrnl* of ihe (sinernur, whu left unly 
one tuinpany uf fifty turn in Carthage, 
right uf ii horn wrrr un duly al Ihe gaol, 
aud (he remainder were in camp about a 
quarter of a mile distant. Governor r'ord 
proceeded with lixty horxe tu Nan t oo, 
where be made a t perch tu the Morniun- 
ilej, telling them of (he excitement which 
prevailed sgaiiitt them, and winning ihrm 
of the dangerous ground un which Ihey 
*tuod. Whilet he was thus nhsenl from 
Carthage, an armrd band of about 20(1 
■ruied met), In disguise, attack ed thr gaol 
on ihe afternoon of Thursday, June 27. 
and uverpoivrring the eight soldiers whu 
were on duty, Ihey rushed towards ihr 
apaitment where these unhappy deceiver* 
were confined, and fired upon them. 
Hiram Smith, stunk by a hall in ihr 
head, rxd aimed, '' I am a deaj man I" 
and immediately expired. His brolher 
Joseph received several shuts in hit budv, 
and iraprvj toward* (he window, but escape 
was iuipuuiible, and he fell lwfure Ih* lire 
uf his atsailtitita , aud crying, " God !" 
hr also dird, Elder Taylor was also ar- 
lerely wounded io teirral place*, And bis 
state was con aide red dangerous. Thevio- 
Irnt men who comtnitted thi* frighlftil 
uultage immrdiateU' Hrd tu thr woods, but 
were not pursued, for there was nut suffi- 
cient force lo arrest them ; beiidei, aa ihey 
were all disguised, their persons could nor 
he known, thuugh it is conjectured that 
ihey tie re disaffected Mo nn unite*. 

It i* vii.l (hat there is but one opinion 
throughout ihr country in rrferrncr tu 
(hia dark tragedy, and thai is, that lum- 
inary vengeance has at length fallen on 
Ihe men whu merited il. At the name 
time, all prrsons must regret that it oc- 
curred while they were prisoners, and 
w hen Ihry had a right lo rxpccl (he pro- 
tection of the Slate. The Aloriuunilei 
will now claim for their prophet the rank 
uf a martyr ; » hrn, had hr been tried and 
convicted, he wuuld have died a plant 
death, which, it ia he lined, he moat 
righteously deserved. On the arrival uf 
file liens or this event at Nauvou, " the 
propliet'a" wife and children manifested 
hut little sorrow, and hit votarir* found it 
exjiediedt to be exTrenirly uutet, aa the 
inhabitants of the surrounding district 
have rul off all the supplies of the city, 
aud an resolved that the Uormonite* 
should nut reniaiu in a body in ilust place.
